Week ended January 16. The only quarantinable disease reported 
for the city of Manila was 1 case with 1 death from smallpox. There 
were no cases of cholera reported during the week. Onty a few cases 
of cholera were reported from the pueblos in the Mariquina Valley, 
adjacent to Manila. Energetic measures have been put in operation 
there by the bureau of health. The carnival, which begins on Feb- 
ruary 2, will bring together a large crowd of all classes of people.
